Some legislative observers pre­ 
dicted the lower branch, irked by 
the senate's refusal to return to 
wind-up the present regular ses­ 
sion, would dispose of minor mat­ 
ters and adjourn. 
This would leave th# $97,000.0<X) 
biennial budget bill, upon 
which 
rests the atate operations after July 
I. high and dry. And it is over the 
budget measure that 
the 
house 
was aroused. 
After inserting increases of IL- 
OOO.OOO over appropriations listed 
by the bouse, the senate approved 
the measure and then went into a 
“five minute” recess last Thursday. 
The house refused to concur in 
the changes and leader* of the low­ 
er branch requested the senate to 
return today in order that a com­ 
promise could be worked out. The 
senate refused. 
Whether the house would recon­ 
sider ha stand today was a mat­ 
ter of conjecture.

Senate leaders said they would 
not return to perform the formali­ 
ties of adjourning until the house 
adopt* the budget bill.

Former NRA Administrator Says Many Concerns Will 
Cut Wages Today as Result of Court Decision

Johnson predicted today that a re­ 
turn of sweatshops and child labor 
wa* “entirely likely” because of 
the supreme court's overthrow of 
NRA codes. 
“Many concerns will cut wages 
today," said the former NRA ad­ 
ministrator. “I don't know that the 
decision will result In the loss of 
all the benefits- < f th* NRA, but 
there la nothing to prevent It.”

The court * decision on the recovery si t 
wa* * crushing blow to President Rouse 
▼elf* administration. 
It was augmented by 
adverse rulings on the constitutionality of 
tho Fraxier-Lemke farm mortgage act and 
on 
the 
dismissal 
of the 
late William E 
Humphrey aa a member of the federal trad* 
commission by Preeldetft Roosevelt In Octo­ 
ber. >933. 
Tho new deal a prestige will not 
recover easily from three so severe repri­ 


mand* 
Its most controversal experiment ha* turn­ 
ed out badly, not only from the standpoint 
of sn adverse judicial ruling but from the 
standpoint of practice. 
A favorable court 
ruling and continuation of the recovery act 
would not have made NRA better than it 
has been ainee Juno J«. 1933. 
It apparently 
bad found Its level of effectiveness. 
W hatever merit It may have had aa an 
emergency measure was not great enough 
to create a demand for Its continuation. 
The Supreme Court's ruling establishes that 
Its merit, furthermore, wa* derived uncon­ 
stitutionally. To defenders of the principles 
It embodied, this must teem aa though a 
medicine had been declared ineffective on 
a legal basis deap.te what seems proof to 
them It effected a cure.

that successful democracy demands intelli­

RUPTURE IS a common trouble. < 
As a rule the sufferer Is unaware 
of his trouble until the swelling be­ 
comes large, bulges and causes dis­ 
comfort 
Many times the presence) 
of hernia is not suspected and is 
discovered by a health examination; 
for insurance or some other reason. 
I am sometimes asked w hether! 
rupture, or “hernia”, as the d o c to rs1 
call it. is a hereditary affliction. 
This question arises because of the 
frequency with which rupture oc­ 
curs in some families and its total 
absence in others. 
No doubt there 
are certain body weaknesses which 
are common to a given family. Rut | 
tt all depends upon what a m em ­ 
ber of this family is doing every 
day. 
It is more common among 
those who are engaged in strenu­ 
ous work. But It may oc cur in per-j 
sons 
with 
sedentary 
habits 
and j 
whose work does not require se­ 
vere exertion or physical strain. 
j 
Break in Tissues 
As the nwme implies, rupture is I 
really a break in the tissues, due to 
a mechanical weakness found in 
certain muscles of the body. Since 
the muscles in the lower front part 
I of the body are subject at times to 
great, strain, hernia most frequent- J 
. ly is found In this region. 
Usually 
the weakness is present at birth, 
but no trouble occurs until a later 
date. 
The victim of hernia first notices ; 
a bulging or swelling in the area 
mentioned. 
This swelling is likely 
to be painless, causing no particu­ 
lar discomfort. 
As a rule it can be 
made smaller by gentle pressure 
and when lying on the back it com­ 
pletely disappears. 
But if soon re­ 
turns upon standing or walking. 
I am often asked, too. if an opera 
tion is needed to overcome it. 
Op­ 
eration is advisable because of the 
danger of 'stran g u latio n ” of the 
hernia. 
The intestine pushes its 
way into the pouch and may be 
dangerously 
squeezed. 
In 
that 
event what shall be done ta no 
longer a m atter of choice. 
Imme­ 
diate operation is necessary. 
Truss Not a Cure 
It is true that many a person has 
a small rupture and continues In 
good health for many years. Ile ob­ 
tains relief by wearing a truss or 
other mechanical support. 
But let 
it be remembered that a truss new 
cr cures the hernia nor does it 
eliminate the danger of strangula­ 
tion. 
Since the operation for rupture is 
simple and effective, it is advised 
by authorities on the subject. 
In 
many instances the operation 
Is 
performed under local anaesthesia. 
Of course, the method of procedure 
can only be decided by the attend­ 
ing surgeon.
